Wholesale food prices hit a new 


four-year low the first week in May. 
And across grocery and meat market 
counters in April, though retail prices 
were a little firmer than in Ihe pre- 
ceding month, the average housewife 
could buy food more cheaply than 
since January, 1935. 


Every department in the family's 


living budget except sundries shows a 
saving since January, according to the 
sludy. 


A month's supply of food, costing $30 


al average 1933 prices, had soared lo 
$38.76 by last September, but dropped 
lo S3G.27 by January, 1938, and cosl 
only $35.89 in April for the same items. 


Clothing for whcih the family bud- 


geted ?20 per month at 1933 prices cost 
$23.22 last September, but in April the 
family saved a dollar in this depart- 
ment, for the .same items came to ex- 
actly $22.22. 


Living quarters of a grade which 


rented for $24 a month in 1933 cost 
$33.33 last September, based on na- 
tional rent level*, $33.17 in January 
and $32.80 in April. 


Fuel and light, and transportation, 


both show further small reductions in 
CONI since January. Sundries is the 
only part of the budget to stand pat at 
the January, 1938, level.

Thus an average American family 


earning and spending $120 a month at 
wage and 
living cost levels of 1933, 


had seen its earnings climb lo $M7.36 
by April, 1937. Meanwhile il had to 
pay 
$140.88 to maintain 
the same 


.standard of living which cosl $120 al 
1933 prices. Thus the family had gain- 
ed $6.48 in purchasing power in the 
four years. 


But by September the .same .scale 


of living cast $143.01 a month, while 
family earnings had dropped to 5144.72. 
At January living cast and wage lev- 
els, the family's expenses were $139.97 
against a pay-check of $138.10, leaving

Shipbuilding Corporation 
following, 


hi.s resignation from (he Navy, sum- 
marizes what is wrong with the Navy 
management as follows:

contempt for civilians and it* insist- 
ance that only line officers rise to 
power. 


"2. VVa.stcd man power in unneces- 


sary shore assignments,

Commander Evans states that 35 per 


cent of the Navy's officers arc on shore 
duty, and of these in the grades from 
rear admiral to commander no less 
than 04 per cent. 


"Even though a man possesses all the 


natural intelligence and courage in the 
world," he says, "lack of experience 
throws an impossible burden on his 
shoulders. Then, why should he not 
be kept at sea until he has a mastery o£ 
tlicscthings at his finger tips? 


Twice ns Many Officers 


"Great Britain's fleet at the moment 


is'miidi larger lhaii cv;irs, bul «c have 
almost twice us many officers assigned 
to the Navy Department as he has lo 
Oie Admiralty. Her war machine is 
geared fro active duty in 24 hours. 
Ours is not, and never will be as long 
as the present organization remains 
unchanged.

.squarely at the feet of the high-rank- 
ing officers of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion." 


A.s one example of waste, C'ommand- 


cr Evans points out that at each of the 
Naval Reserve Officers' Training Corps 
units at universities throughout the 
country there arc six naval officer.' 
with pay and allowances averaging 
$5,(i.')2 each, whose duties occuy them 
four hour.1, a week. 


"These examples of wasted men 


power merely .scratch the surface," he 
says. "They would not be tolerated in 
civilian life. To correct the condition 
it wuuld be nccc.ssary to eliminate 
useless jobs and fill others with com- 
latent civilian employes. This would 
release a large number of officers for 
duly on ships, where (hey belong. Bui 
the Navy will fight any change. The 
Navy handles its own as it pleases, and 
it pleases the sea-lords lo have shore 
jobs that do nothing lo improve oper- 
ations nl the department." 


Commander Evans blames Hie "i 


talion of duty" system, which sends 
engineering and construction officers 
lo sea and replaces them with line of- 
ficers unequipped for industrial man- 
agement, for much of the inefficiency. 


Huge Industrial Plants 


"Tlii.s practice will never Ix? changed 


by the admirals of their own voli- 
tion," he stales. "11 could be changed 
by a direct order from the Secretary 
of the Navy, 
It must be changed if 


efficiency 
is lo 
Ix.- anything but 
a 


mockery. Nowhere 
is this attitude 


more harmful than in Ihc Navy yards 
and industrial plants. The immensity 
of the plants staggers one's imagina- 
tion. Two battleships under construc- 
tion in a .yard will cost a hundred mil- 
lion dollars. Add to these cruisers, 
destroyers, 
submarines 
and 
repair 


work and you begin to realize what a 
vast bu.sinc.ss tin sis. In the Washing- 
ton gun factory alone 8,500 men are 
employed. 


"This is business, big business, yet 


the key positions arc filled by line of- 
ficers, some of whom know nothing of 
industrial 
management. Even those 


who are adaptive and thorough and 
learn the strong and weak points of 
the personnel arc shifted just when 
they are becoming valuable. There is 
no permanence. 


"The British don't do things that 


way. 
They have learned their lesson.

Body of Solon Whittaker, 


35, Is Found Near Pat- 


mos Late Friday 


The body of olon Whittaker. 35- 


year-old Patmos negro, was found at 


,T p. m. Friday on Ihe L. & A railroad 
tracks a half mile .south of Patmos. 


The body was discovered by an L. 


Si A. section crew coming into Palmos. 
Indications seemed that Ihc negro's 
body had been on the tracks since 
about daylight Friday morning. 


Three trains had passed over the 


tracks during the day. The body was 
horribly mangled, hcriff Jim 'Bear-

Haselmnn, 37, <ind 
her daughter, Mrs. Wilbur Robins, 19, 
which occured at noon Wednesday at 
the home of Mrs. Hasclman at O/.an. 


The finding of a second suicide note 


late Thursday afternoon by Robert 
Stinson of Ashdown, brother of Mrs. 
Haselman. convinced officers that it 
was a case of suicide. Sheriff 
Jim 


Beardcn said that Stinson identified 
the second note which was signed as 
that of hi.s dead sister. 


Coroner J. H. Weaver, after a con- 


ference with Prosecuting Attorney Ned 
Stewart and Sheriff Jim Bearden. is- 
sued the following statement for pub- 
lication: 


No Inquest Necessary 


"It has been clearly established that 


death in each case was caused by 
strychnine poisoning.

| herself and then carried out her plans. 


"The investigation is complete and 


after a conference between Prosecuting 
Attorney Ned Stewart, Sheriff J. E. 
Bearden and myself, we have decided 
that no coroner's inquest is necessary." 


Authorities expressed 
the opinion 


that the strychnine poisoning was ad- 
ministered in two bottles of beer found 
in the Ha.selman home Thursday morn- 
ng. Coroner Weaver said he found 
four opened beer bottles, two of which 
were empty. Contents from the other 
two bottles were sent lo a Lilllc Rock 
chemist for annylsis. 


Second Note Found 


The second suicide not wa.s found al 


5 p. m. Thursday in a stove located on 
Ihc sleeping porch of the Hasclman 
home. The note had the name of Mrs. 
Hasclman signed to i.t The writing 
appeared to be identical with the'first 
suicide note found two hours earlier 
among a stack of unused envelopes on 
a dresser. 


The second note read: 
"Please forgive me. I am .sick and 


tired, so tired thai 1 cannot leave 
Jccanettc here lo suffer.

The second note came to light two 


hours after Mayor J. S. Crane of Oxan 
found the first note, unsigned.

Glandular Fever Increasingly Prevalent 


Among Children

has been well recognized for 50 years, 
its exact cause has not yet been deter- 
mined. , It is known, however, to be 
an infection which involves the blood, 
the spleen, the liver, and the lymph 
glands. 


In recent years it seems to have been 


more frequent than it was some time 
ago, but this may be due to the fact 
that it is easier to recognize the dis- 
ease on account of our modern meth- 
ods of studying the blood. 


Although the condition appears most 


commonly in children between the 
ages of 5 and 15, there are cases re- 
ported up to 40 years of age. A few 
cases are reported under 5 or over 40 
years of age. Apparently the disease 
develops from 5 to 15 days after the 
person has been infected. 


While the exact cause of the disease- 


is not known, it is now generally be- 
lieved to be not a germ that can be 
seen .under the microscope, but one of 
the type known as filtrable viruses, 
which are small enough to go through 
the pores of the clay filter. Such 
viruses cannot be seen under the 
microscope. 


Glandular fever or infectious mon- 


onucleosis is seldom fatal. When death 
does occur, it is usually due to some 
sefxidary complication. Sowadays the 


recognized that there are 


several different types of white blood 
cells. In this condition, the 
white 


blood cells with a single nucleus, or 
the so-called mononuclear cells, which 
ordinarily represent but a small per- 
centage of the total white blood cells, 
will range from 40 to 80 per cent of 
the total white blood cells. Indeed, 
one case has been recorded in whcih 
the mononuclear cells constituted 97.5 
of the total. 


Such an examination of the blood 


can be made only by a physician or 
someone trained in this work. As far 
as the patient is concerned, he suffers 
from fever, enlargement of the glands, 
and sometimes an associated sore 
throat. Occasionally the glands will 
become secondarily infected and will 
develop small abscesses. 


While there is no specific method of 


treating this disease, the usual meth- 
ods u-sed in infectious diseases—includ- 
ing rest in bed, suitable diet, attempts 
'.o repair the blood, and the use of 
drugs which definitely affect infections 
within the body—are helpful.

Daniel stan:ls among those 
great 


typical figures of heroic virtue, so 
many of whom the Jewish people have 
given to the world. 


He i.s the great example of the man 


with the courage of his convictions, 
who.so strength of character and firm- 
ness of purpose were rooted in self- 
discipline and temperance. When he 
had the privileges of the court with 
all its luxuries and dainties, he refused 
to weaken himself with indulgence in 
these, or in strong drink, and he asked 
the prince of the eunuchs, who had 
charge of these matters, that he migth 
be permitted to decline them. 


It is well to note that, instead of be- 


ing put down as a weakling or a sissy 
or whatever might have corresponded 
to this in those days, the prince of 
the eunuchs respected Daniel's con- 
victions. He had the mistaken notion 
that high living is conducive to pros- 
perity and health, and he feared for 
the result if Daniel should appear in 
worn- form and appearance than the 
youths who hnd been entrusted to his 
care. 


All Daniel wanted was tile oppor- 


tunity to prove that temperance, re- 
straint, and self-discipline would pro- 
duce the right results. 


Ton days were sufficient to settle 


the matter, for abstemious Daniel and . 
his companions after the 10 days' test 
showed themselves in far better health 
than those who had partaken of wine 
and high foods. 


Tho lesson is one that i.s being wide- 


ly neglected today, but it i.s well en- 
forced by all Ihe facts of life and his- 
tory. Hero and there some man of 
phenomenal physique seems to thrive 
in spite of his evil habits, but such 
ii man i.s the cxccptino, and even he 
i.s usually overcome in the end. The 
facts of present-day life and of his- 
tory, the records of athletes and of 
endurance, are all on the side of 
temperance and sclfcontrol. 


Paul, who was a keen observer en- 


forcod the rule of temperance from the 
i'.ncicnl games and contests. He ob- 
served that it was only those who 
were well trained and disciplined who 
won the prizes in these ancient games 
Ho drew the conclusion that, if those 
athletes woui dundcrgo strict self- 
discipline for the sake of an earthly! 
frown, why .should thye not do the! 
same for the Kike of an incorruptible 
crown? 


"Dare to be n Daniel" is still a good 


watchword for modern youth. 


We of the older generation sang it: 


Dare to be a Daniel, 
Dare to su-nd alone!

Painted the Drama 
of Colonial Times 


VOUTHFUL John Trumbull, son 


of the governor of Connecticut 


could hardly have missed catching 
the full drama of the Revolution 
in his famous paintings. Graduat- 
ing from Harvard in 1773 at 17, 
ho plunged into the war for Inde- 
pendence, serving creditably when 
he sketched plans of the British 
works at Boston. For this he-was 
nppointed second aide-de-camp to 
General Washington, and in June, 
1776, deputy adjutant general to 
General Gates. At one time he was 
mprisoned 
by the British for 


seven months. 


So out of the Revolution young 


Trumbull drew his inspiration, 
and he executed 
such historic 


paintings as "Battle of Bunker1 
Hill," "Death of Montgomery," 
"The Surrender of Cornwallis," 
"The 
Surrender of Burgoyne," 


"The Resignation of Washington," 
and many individual portraits. 


Perhaps his most famous .is the 


"The Signing of the Declaration of 
Independence." It is shown here 
on a 24-cent purple and milorl 
green stamp of the U. S. series o£ 
1869, reproduced 
slightly more 


than one and one-half times actual 
size. Trumbull died in New York 
on Nov. 10. 1843.

Section 1. Section 34 of Article VII

Judge of the court having jurisdiction 
in matters of equity shall be judge of 
the court of probate, and have such 
exclusive original jurisdiction in mat- 
ters relative to the probate of wills, the 
estates of deceased persons, executors, 
administrators, guardians, and persons 
of unsound mir.il and their estates, as 
is now vested in courts of probate, or 
may be hereafter prescribed by law.

Section 2. Section 35 of Article VH 


of 
Die Constitution of Arkansas is 


hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 35. Appeals may be taken 


from judgments and orders of courts. 
of probate to the Supreme Court; and 
until otherwise provided by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, shall be taken in the 
.same manner as appeals from courts 
of chancery and subject to the same 
regulations and restrictions." 


Section 3. Section 19 of Article VI. 


of the Constitution of Arkansas is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 19. The clerks of the cir- 


cuit courts shall be elected by the 
qualified 
electors 
of 
the 
severa 


counties for the term of two years 
and shall be ex-officio clerks of the 
county and probate courts and re- 
corder; provided, that in any county 
having a population exceeding fifteen 
thousand inhabitants, as shown by the 
last Federal census, there shall be 
elected a county clerk, in like manner 
as the clerk of the circuit court, and 
in such case the county clerk" shall be 
ex-officio clerk of the probate court 
of such county until otherwise pro- 
vided by the General Assembly." 


Section 4. The provisions of the 


Constitution of the State of Arkansas 
in conflict with this amendment are 
hereby repealed in so far as they are 
in conflict herewith; and this amend- 
ment shall take effect on the first day 
of January next following its adoption.

In today's populace of 155, there arc 


twelve widows, seven bachelors, anc 
a group of children, which according 
to the school records, has four time, 
as many boys as girls. The majority 
of the women who manage the home 
spend their .social houss in the work 
of their missionary societies, of thei. 
home demonstration clubs, and of theii 
church activities, or in the reading 
of good literature. 
In all of these 


activities Mrs. Haselman had alway. 
taken an artive, incluential part. 


To live by building seems to be a 


prevalent motio for the community 
For the past year many worth-while 
building activities have been com- 
pleted. 


Although the town does not possess 


its own water plant or have access to 
natural gas, all of its homes arc elec- 
trically lighted, and most of them have 
modern electrical conveniences. Wells 
supply 
the town with water, bui 


many of the homes have a convenient 
water syste mof their own. Access to 
the woodlands makes wood economi- 
cal for those who do not possess oil 
or electric stoves. 


Educational facilities are fairly ad- 


vantageous for the school boys and 
girls of the community. The first eight 
grades attend the Ozan Public School, 
all of the faculty members of which 
are college graduates. The four grades 
in the high school department 
are 


transported to Nashville High School, 
on a Nashville bus, at a very small 
expense for each pupil. 


Because of its proximity and acces- 


sibility to Hope and Nashville, progres- 
sive cities of Hempstead and Howard 
counties, Ozan is now the remains of 
a once prosperous business community 
whose business participators 
consid- 


ered the average daily sales of 5500 just 
lair. Today the financial standing of 
Ozaiis business men is good. 


One of the greatest tragedies that 


mark the records of the community is 
that of the fires which from 1917-1935 
destroyed fourteen business houses 
Today nine business houses st£uid:

The history of the town of 


is brief, but it is filled with advei 
and interest, and perhaps the 
acter who has played the greates 
in its history is E. E. (Ernest) Ha'sel 
man, 
who is 84 and the only Ozan cit- 


izen now living who was living when 
the town was incorporated. 


Lonb before the Civil war settlers 


were scattreed throughout the Ozan 
creek 
bottoms. 
These settlers did 


their trading at Washington, Ark., the 
war-time capital of the state. In the 
early eighties, a Major Berdsley be- 
gan construction of the Missouri Pa- 
cific railroad through the Ozan ter- 
ritory. 


In 1883. the railroad was completed 


and opened. Settlers from the adjoin- 
ing territories moved into the new 
era. A postoffice known as Smisson 
was opened on the Smisson farm 2V- 
miles west of Ozan. 
A mail hack 


operated 
by 
the 
Levi-Yergersfield 


livery stables in Washington, Ark., 
brought the mail once daily. It was 
in these livery stables that Mr. Hasel- 
man worked when he first came to 
America as a boy. 


In 1883, W. S. Mitchell built the first 


store house for general merchandise 
in the Ozan community. In 1884, the 
postoffice of Ozan was opened, and 
Major Berdsley named the new com- 
munity "Ozan" after the Ozan creek. 
The origin of the name "Ozan" is un- 
known, but it is believed to be a 
derivation from an old Indian word. 
A few years ago more than 200 In- 
dian remains were found in the Ozan 
territory. These collections are on dis- 
play in various institutions for the dis- 
play of Indian remains. 


In 1885, the settlement became an 


incorporated township. 
In the same 


year E. E. HEselman built the Ozai 
wtel, and today it is the only origina 
building which still stands. 


A short time after the town was ... 


corporatcd the present churches were 
milt and in 1899 the present schoo 
building was erected as the beginning 
of Ozan College. 


The college noyer materialized but 
he spirit of growth and development 
n a civilized world continued and to- 
lay Ozan is a small town twelve miles 
rom the largest peach orchard in the 
vorld, six miles from the world's 
argest watermelon area, and thirty 
niles from the only diamond fields in 
America. It is proud of its liistory its 
lentage, and of its place in the modern 
vorld. but intensely saddened by per- 
laps its greatest tragedy, the deaths,
